DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-47 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
environment of a spindle mounted telemetry system the closes prior art Monson '977 fail 
to teach or suggest a hub rotating on bearings and coupled to a rotating member and a 
telemetry assembly coupled to a spindle, the telemetry assembly comprising a guiding 
system coupled to a wireless transmitter and a receiving antenna to guide rotation of the 
wireless transmitter relative to the receiving antenna, the guiding system having a 
central aperture through which the spindle and the rotating member extends. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mehnert '126, Fotheringham et al '488 and Adler et al '090 
disclose a means for detecting a rotating part with respect to a stationary part of a 
wheel. However, cited references fail to teach or suggest a guiding system coupled to a 
wireless transmitter and a receiving antenna to guide rotation of the wireless transmitter.
